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AUSTRIA TO SURRENDER. 


The semi-official news of the desire 
of Austria to capitulate did not come 
as a particular surprise to diplomatic 
circles in Washington, according to 
press dispatches sent out from the 
nation’s capital. For over two years, 
since the Russian victories in 
the 
vicinity of Przemysl, Austria has been 
ready to quit and would have 
laid 
dow'n long ago had it not been for the 
German intrigue constantly at work 
in Vienna. 
Emperor Charles was so 
completely dominated by the German 
cabinet placed cunningly around him 
by the Wilhelmstras.su that he was 
afraid to call his soul his own. 
At last the people, 
that mighty 
power which often lies sleeping in op­ 
pression for centuries 
and finally 
rises like a mighty wave, demanded 
a peace at any price. 
Hungary was 
freed and given a separate govern­ 
ment and the first mighty step to­ 
ward the reformation of the nation 
was commenced. 
Austria is ready now to cut loose 
from Germany and apply the safety- 
first principles to her own govern­ 
ment. 
She is willing and ready, as 
is Turkey, for an unconditional sur­ 
render and wants to save what she 
can of her fast waning dynasty. 
With the Turks and the Austrians 
out of the war, Germany would last 
not longer than a month or two. Aus­ 
tria’s withdrawal would release the 
entire Italian army to be placed on 
the western front and the British 
forces in the holy land can be brought 
back into Europe. 
With this mighty 
force against her and with Ameri­ 
cans pouring into France at the rate 
of a quarter of a million per month 
there is nothing that can save the 
crown for the kaiser. 
His German agents have 
failed. 
Austria, through her socialists and 
her people, have awakened to 
the 
meaning of the terrible blunder made 
when she declared war on Serbia in 
1914 and thus took the first step, al­ 
though a catspaw for Germany, which 
threw the world into the most te r­ 
rible conflict in history. 
I he tentacles of the German em­ 
pire have been loosed from the throat 
of the dual monarchy and the unwil­ 
ling subjects of a German rule will 
be restored to a government 
which 
will in some ways smack with the 
.-aver of a republic.

During the recent Spanish influenza 
epidemic which overspread the coun­ 
try the supply of citrus fruits, par­ 
ticularly’ lemons and oranges, became 
noticeably short on th® eastern m ar­ 
kets and prices soared beyond all rea­ 
son. 
These fruits were of great im­ 
pi rt a nee to the fever stricken soldiers 
who lay dying on their cots in camps 
! and cantonments. The m arket was re­ 
ported exhausted. 
The m atter was placed in the hands 
of the federal food adm inistration for 
investigation. 
After looking up the 
shipment records from California and 
Florida it was found that there was 
no excuse for this shortage, as lemons 
and oranges had been shipped in un­ 
usually large quantities to the m ar­ 
ket-. 
Mysteriously this fruit had dis­ 
appeared from the markets. 
Secret service men took up the trail 
of the lost fruit and raids on ware­ 
houses in New York. Chicago 
and 
Philadelphia followed. The operatives 
found millions of oranges and lemons 
held in these places by the 
dealers. 
This fruit had been taken off the m ar­ 
ket, placed in cold storage and held 
until prices rose to such an extent that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
excess profits could be raised. It was 
the idea of the fruit dealers to gradu­ 
ally release this fruit in such small 
quantities that the market would not 
become flooded and that the 
prices 
would keep above normal. 
Needless to say the food adm inistra­ 
tion immediately released the consign­ 
ments and flooded the markets and the 
price dropped to such an extent that 
the soldiers were able to buy the fruit. 
In times of peace this would 
be 
called high finance. 
In w*ar times it 
is called profiteering. No decent Amer­ 
ican would do such a dastardly, dirty, 
low contemptible trick. 
It smacks of 
pro-Germanism from start to finish. 
When the m atter is finally sifted to 
the bottom there is a long chance that 
men with a "von” formerly in front of 
their names had something to do with 
it. The profiteers who raise prices on 
well soldiers and make little luxuries 
almost prohibitive are bad enough but 
for the despicable coward to practice 
such a trick when the boys on their 
cots are crying for fruit there is no 
punishment severe enough. 
Let their names be published. 
Do 
1 not disgrace the law courts by bring­ 
ing such vermin to trial in them. Re­ 
vert to the lynch law and take them 
out to the nearest lamp post 
and 
string them up. 
Spit upon them and 
scorn their families as you would a 
.serpent or a gila monster. 
Cast stones at their dead bodies in 
the street and leave them unburied for 
the buzzards to feed upon.

W e can not g e t o ff in our schools 
with a little history anil an exercise 
in canned p h ra ses called civics, which 
have been th e usual school e ffo rt to 
connect betw een the child and the po­ 
litical w orld in which he lives. 
The 
G erm an s have se t out to m ak e th eir 
schools the source of national feeling 
an d have ended by d eh u m an izin g p a ­ 
triotism . 
T h a t is no reason why high 
th in g s can no t be m ade a required 
p a r t o f o u r A m erican school courses. 
No co m m unity will be throw n 
into 
strife because our schools preach de­ 
m ocracy, Which is the essential doc­ 
trin e of jo in t du ty to the country and 
o f loyal s u p p o rt in defense and p ro ­ 
tection. 
C atholics 
and 
P ro te s ta n ts 
and Jew s, R epublicans and D em ocrats, 
all 
desire th a t their 
children 
shall 
Tri ow w ith a sense of the m ig h t and 
m a je sty and fairn ess and blessing of 
th eir own free governm ent. 
lf our schools, an d n o tab ly our p u b ­ 
lic schools, can not aid in th e g re a t 
ta s k of keep in g the A m erican people 
up to th e ir o p p o rtu n ities in this war, 
th en th e schools have no rig h t to be. 
W h y should anybody pay ta x e s for 
a school system which does not teach 
children w h at tax es are and why they 
should he paid ? 
H ow can one expect 
young m en to k eep to the defense of 
th eir co u n try if th ey do not 
know 
w h a t th eir co untry stan d s fo r? 
T he L aw ren ce plan fo r education in 
citizenship is an e ffo rt to a n sw e r the 
th ree questions discussed above, not 
from a n y ex ac t preconception of w hat 
the public schools o u g h t to teach, but 
in o rd e r to lea rn w hat, u n d e r a fair 
trial, th ey a re able to teach. 
It rests

supplies of specially train ed teachers. 
It is b ased on o rd in a ry conditions with , 
th e sim p lest of organizations. 
T his o rg a n iz atio n includes several j 
facto rs which ag ree to w ork to g eth e r , 
for th*’ com m on purpose:

'Fhe city of Law rence, Mass., I 
th ro u g h 
its 
school com m ittee, sets 
a p a r t the O liver school, u n d er

re g u la r principal and 40 te a c h e r s to 
provide instruction for 1400 pupils.

T he Lowell N orm al school, by 
perm issio n of the M assachusetts board 
of education, desig n ates tw’o expel t 
te a c h e rs in history and civics to give 
p art tim e to the supervision of the J 
instruction in citizenship. 
3. 
The su p erin ten d en t of the L aw ­ 
rence schools, the 
principal of the 
Lowell N o rm al school and o th er edu­ 
cato rs assu m e ch arg e of the whole e n ­ 
terp rise.

The N ational .Security

T h u s the L aw rence plan re q u ires no 
act of the legislature, no e x tra g ra n t 
of public money, no fees to experts.

In the la tte r p a rt of A ugust, before 
the w riter left Moscow, bread, or th a t 
m ix tu re of stra w , o at husks and o th er 
ingredients of unknow n origin which 
Moscow 
inh ab itan ts are 
induced to 
accept as bread, had a lm o st entirely 
d isappeared, and certain city districts 
had not received the usual allowance 
fo r n early a week. 
Population Classified. 
The governm ent had classified the 
population into catagories, 
w hereby 
w orking m en and gov ern m en t 
e m ­ 
ployes received a larg e r allowance, 
while professionals and well to do peo­ 
ple get the sm allest, which in Moscow 
a m o u n ts to one-sixteenth of a pound. 
In P e tro g rad the bourgeois or middle 
class fa re d poorly on an allowance et 
th ree h e rrin g s a day. 
The sh o rta g e of bread is largely due 
to the g o v e rn m e n t’s sh o rt-sig h ted pol­ 
icy in fixing a low price 
for grain 
which did not even cover the f a r m ­ 
e r’s expenditure, lot alone profit. The 
p eaan ts re fu s ed to comply w ith the 
decree to tu rn over all g rain in excess 
of a certain a r b itra rily fixed am ount 
to tho food com m ittee, and w hen the 
la tte r w ere re-enforced by a d e ta ch ­ 
m ent of arm ed "b re ad c ru sad ers," the 
p e asan ts g a th e re d from several vil­ 
lages and o ffered resistance, fre q u e n t­ 
ly p u ttin g the cru sad e rs to flight. 
But even if the governm ent price 
wore much h ig h er the p e as an ts would 
not willingly exchange th eir g ra in for 
w orthless money, of which they seem 
to have m uch and which has no p ra c ­ 
tical value to them . T hey w a n t m a n u ­ 
factu red goods, w hich the govornm . nt 
is unable to furnish, as m ost of the 
factories are idle, fo r lack of fuel and 
raw m aterial, and also because the 
b o lsh e v ik need th e w orkm en to fight 
on the num ero u s front.-.
